Tne Proponed Alterations of the Prayer 


Book—Ancient Teachings and Church Dog- 
mas Denounced. 


CHICAGO," June 17,1869. 


The Protestant Episcopal Conference met at nine 


o'clock this morning, when the subject of the re- 
vision of the Prayer Book was again taken up. 


Rev. Mr. COWGII.I. said he had read in the papers 


that this meeting means secession from the Church. 
This he denied. It meant reform. He believed" that 
the time had come when the men who teach doc- 
trines subversive of the principles or the Church 
should be actively opposed; when the friends of the 
Church pure and nndeflled, should, instead of stand- 
ing on the defensive all the time, assume the offen- 
sive and brine these innovators to trial. He believed 
that this reform could be readily effected, and until 
all peaceful measures taken in the body of tue 
Church had failed he-was not In favor of secession. 
The alteration of some twenty words in the Prayer 
Book would, he believed, satisfy everybody. He 
wished the words "priest" and "altar" especially

On August 6 the Town cnp, valued at *loo, 


presented by the inhabitants of Ccwes, is an- 
nounced to takevplace. This race Is open to all Royal 
Yacht Club yachts over thirty tons, cutters and 
yawls to sail on the game terms as the race on the 
3d of August. 


On August 6 two prizes wrn be put up. The first 


valued at seventy-live pounds sterling and the second 
twenty-five pounds. The course announced is a 
match round the Isle of Wight. The yaw's to sail 
in accordance with previous regulations. In the 
evening a graua ball will take place. 


Probably through oversight no mention is made in 


the several races or any or them being open to the 
New York yachts, which are expected to visit here. 
This omission causes unfavorable comment in sport- 
Ing circles, In view of the notoriety heretofore given 
of the intended visit of American yachts. Some 
persons assert that obstructions have been thrown 
in the way to prevent open competition, In fear of a 
repetition of the yacht America's success in carry- 
ing away the Queen's Cup some years since, while 
others profess to believe that tbe American yachts 
will be cordially welcomed.

Arrest of the Members for Alleged .Vio- 


lation of the Neutrality Laws. 


Secretary Fish Disclaims any 


Interference. 


Incitement 
in Xfew Tork and 


Washington, and Release of 


the JPrisoners on Bail. 


The arrest of the leaders or the Cuban Junta In 


this city the evening before last on tne score or vio- 
lating the neutrality law or 1818, created a tolerably 
profound sensation among the citizens or this 
metropolis, especially when it was thought that the 
arrest was made at the Instigation of the Spanish 
representative in Washington. 


The InstrnctionB were at nrst presumed to have 


been issued by Secretary Fish, at Washington to 
United States District Attorney Pierrepont, by whom 
the matter was laid before the Grand Jury, and upon 
their-presentment of a bill of indictment against the 
parties orders for their arrest were Issued by Judge 
Blatchford. Two or the prisoners were found at their 
residences on Wednesday evening and were taken to 
tudlow street jail, where they paid the official 
in charge twenty dollars each ror the use of a bed 
for the night. The Minister, Senor Lemus, was round 
at his residence in Brooklyn at a late hour, bnt he 
declined to recognize the character or the officers 
who presented me order and refused to permit him- 
self to be arrested. He gave his parole to appear in 
the morning at the court and answer. The officers 
acknowledged that they had been well paid to mate 
the arrest at that late hour, the presumption being 
that it was Intended to subject him to the personal 
indignity of imprisonment at an hour when no court 
was in session'to take cognizance or bail.

Kendinir of n Paper on "Summer Mortality" 


by Or. Stephen Ho«cri». 


A stated meeting of the New York Academy of 


Medicine took place last nlglit at the College of I'liy- 
aiciaus and Surgeone, corner ofTwentj-.ibirii street 
and Fourth avenue. A paper was read on -Summer 
Mortality" by Dr. Stephen Rogers.

The 
Alabama Claims Correspondence-— The 


Mysteries of Diplomacy, 


LONDON, June 5, 1869. 


The Alabama question has received new interest 


witiim the past week through tiie official publication 
of tae correspondence and conversations tnat passed 
between the ministers of the two countries wiiile ine 
negotiations for a settlement of the international 
complications were pending. The English journals 
;rom their standpoint regard this remarkable docu- 
ment as confirmatory of the alleged desire of the 
British government to make extraordinary conces- 
sions to the United States lor the purpose of remov- 
ing the difficulties arising out of England's hostile 
position during the rely, lion, and they affect to dis- 
cover in it fresh evidence of the bad faith of America 
in all the propositions that have been hitherto made 
for a settlement. 


In ttie first of these views at least'Lord Clarendon 


concurs, and his remarks last evening in the House 
of Lords were calculated to convey the Impression 
ttiat the rejected treaty was in fact the production of 
the American government and conceded every point 
that had been insisted npon at Washington up to the 
time of the signing of the convention. 
There will 


be few readers of this correspondence on the other 
side of the Atlantic, however, who will fall to find 
in it ample justification, of the action of the Senate, 
if. indeed, any' were needed, in refusing to ratify the 
treaty to which it led. 


The whole spirit of the negotiation is exposed in 


the letter of Lord Stanley to Mr, Thornton, dated 
October 21, 1S88, and numbered fourteen In the offi- 
cial documents- At this time Reverdy Johnson had 
arrived In England as the representative of the 
A meriean government, and has made tne flrst of those 
remarkable speeches, which were then balled by the 
English press as model addresses, bnt which are now 
sneered at as meaningless twaddle. The negotiations 
that had been pending between Lord Stanley and Mr. 
Adams fora settlement of the Alabama controversy 
had been broken off, but were at once renewed, and 
Lord Stanley lets ns Into tfie secret of the cause or 
their discontinuance and of the manner in which it 
was hoped to bring tnem to a successful termina- 
tion. The stumbling 'block had been that very claim 
or the United states government which 13 now 
treated br the English press as a new demand, dis- 
covered since the rejection of the Clarendon-John- 
son treaty, and raised by Simmer in order to defeat 
the settlement or the pending difficulties. Lord 
Stanley, after detailing the conversation between 
himself and Mr. Johnson in regard to the question 
of the Alabama claims, writes to the British Minister 
at Washington as follows:— "In this conversation 
little was said as to the point on which the former 
negotiations broKe olt— namely, five claim made tn/ 
trie united.

To this Lord Russell, who has 
charge of the but, objected, bnt intimated his readi- 
ness to alter the preamble by accepting the amend- 
ment of Lord Cairns. After some lurther discussion, 
in which tne Marquis of Salisbury and others took 
part, Lord Granviile remarked that if their 
lordships sent down to the Commons a bill for the 
creation of one life peer in a year, accompanied by 
a number of petty restrictions and limitations, they 
would cover themselves with much and not altogether 
undeserved ridicule. Ultimately Lord Russell con- 
sented to alter the clause by providing that two 
peers only should be created annually, instead of 
four, as proposed by the bill, and that the total num- 
ber of such peers in existence at any one period 
should not exceed twenty-eight. Lord Stanhope 
thereupon withdrew his proposal, and the bill was 
amended in the sense indicated by Lord Russell. 
The bill then passed through committee, and, at 
naif-past eight o'clock, their lordships adjourned.

More About the Elections—ViscomStnre of 


Thiers—Sales Favre and His Defeat—The 
City Fate—Past and Present Election Fig- 
nres—Minister Waobburne at the Tulleries. 


•PAKIS, May 31,1869. 


I devoted the whole of my last letter to the great 


election just closed. It would be unfair to your 
general readers to repeat the dose to the same ex- 
tent, yet as a faithful chronicler I cannot omit to say 
a few more words on the absorbing topic of the day. 
I never saw Paris, high and low, so completely Be- 
wildered as it is since the results of the recent 
struggle are made clearly Known. The overthrow of 
Orleanists, legitimists and republicans in a lump ; the 
demolition of Thiers, the downfall of Jules Favre. 
the repudiation of Emile Ollivier at Paris. These are 
all stunning events, bnt nothing compared to the 
fact that revolutionists and socialists are elected in 
their place. How bitter must be the reflection of 
Tillers, the moat brilliant statesman of France, to 
find himself at seventy.twb years of age tnrhst 
aside for an unknown, briefless lawyer at the 
Paris bar, yclept Gambetta. Just to thins, that 
in allFranceThiers only got some thirty-seven votes. 
Wnat & punishment for the brilliant bnt mischievous 
man. It was Thiers, by his intrigues and history of 
the revolution, who upset Charles X. It was 
Thiers, by his opposition and history of Napoleon 
I., who overthrew poor Louis Philippe. It is Thiers, 
by Ms incessant and able attacks on the Emperor, 
who has aone more than all else to Impair his pres- 
tige at Paris. But, verllv, he has sown the wind 
and reaped the whirlwind. All France turns its back 
on him. What a moral! If he gets Into the new As- 
sembly he must crawl In by favor of the revolution- 
ists, who despise him, but want to use him. He may 
assail the Emperor with his usual vigor and elo- 
quence, bnt it is only his own prejudice and animosi- 
ty he utters, for no longer can he boast of speaking 
the opinion of Prance or Paris. It will be curious 
tosee what course he will take now. All the harm 
I wish him Is that he may finish his career before 
the revolutionists get Into power, for he would be 
one of the first to go to the guillotine. 
As for Jules Favre, his indignation and disgust 
must equal that of Thiers. He is -the ablest man at 
the head of the republican party of France, and, no 
doubt, was waiting impatiently for the day when 
J< apoleon m. would step out of his way and let him 
be christened the Second President of the third re 
public of France. To his horror he finds himself 
uropped at Paris and Ignored everywhere else. A 
socialist, like Bancel, IB nut over tils head. What 
course will he take now, for his illusion must be ter- 
ribly shaken! 


As for tne Emperor, he has far better reason to be 
satisfied tnan the most brilliant of His

The Protestant Congress at Worms—The Apos 


tolica! Letter and a Strong Protest Affains 
It—Unanimous Declaration—Reading in th 
Market Place—Singing of Lather's Hymn. 


BERLIN, June 8,1S69. 


The important movement on the part of Germai 


Protestantism, intended as a demonstration agains 
thepretensionsorthe Romish Church.has resulted in 
general conference at Worms, the particulars of whici 
we furnisn yon with at the risk of communicatmi 
most of that with which you are already acquainted 
The number of delegates to this conference, bailing 
from all parts of 
Germany, 13 estimated 
a 


900, and more than 20,000 strangers crowded th' 
streets of that little city on the 31st ult. Even Aus 
trla and France were represented by delegates. Thi 
opening prayer of the Rev. Mr. Briegleb closed witl 
the words, "Lord, give the German peonle a Ger 
man church 1" Professor Blnntschll (born in Zurich 
but of the Heidelberg University)'was chosen presi- 
dent; and after a welcome to the guests by Dr. Schro 
der the point at issue was at once entered npon 
by Professor Dr. Schenfcel, who dwelt strongly 
upon the fact that Rome did not acknowledge the 
Augsburg Confession of Faith, the true pillar o: 
religions peace, her efforts being directed to spread- 
ing dissension throughout Germany. Such attempts 
must be strenuously opposed, and it behooved the 
Protestant body to organize and combine -in order 
to give a genuine German answer to Papal arro- 
gance, consisting in a renewal of tne protest of their 
forefathers. Other speakers followed, among tnem 
Professor F. N. Holtzendorff and Reverend Lisco ol 
this city; Zittel and Schellenberg, from Heidelberg- 
Manohot, fromliremen, Ac., Ac. 
The proceedings were conducted throughout In 
tne most harmonious and energetic manner, and the 
following declaration, as emanating from the Con- 
ference of German Protestants, -was submitted to 
the meeting and carried unanimously:— 


1. We, Protestants at present assembled In Worms, Tee] 
the conscientious necessity—while f»H^ acfcnowledcins Hie 
right of belief of our Catholic fellow Christians, wfib wh

It Will certainly appear singular that the Ameri- 
can Minister should have deemed it to be within the 
line or hia auty to endeavor to obtain the consent or 
the English Minister to his proposition by reminding 
him that it might be the means of opening tne doors 
for counter demands to an enormous amount on tue 
part of -England against the United States. It is 
well known that both the British and American re- 
presentatives were eager for a settlement of this 
question, but Mr. Johnson, in his anxiety for the 
success of his work, appears to have been singu- 
larly regardless as to which nation should suffer 
moat in the squaring up of accounts. 
Throughout the wliole transaction there appears 
10 nave buun a lamentable lack of direct honesty of 
purpose. Mr. Thornton, as appears Irom his de-

between the two countries; but that dimculty was 
in the Senate, which body would probably object to 
auch an arrangement. Bay nothing about u In 
the treaty, however; leave the question open 
by one of Lord Stanley's "tacit understandings" 
and all might be well.

English Commissioners." lu view or these secret 
advices it la not to be wondered at that Lord Clar- 
endon, in his eagerness to push matters to a conclu- 
Blou, should nave pressed Thornton to prompt ac- 
tion in Washington. If the enclosed draft of the con- 
vention Is accepted by Mr, Seward, he writes to his 
envoy on December 24,1868, -Mr. Johnson might 
be authorized by telegraph to sign it, in which case 
It might be returned to Washington so as to admit 
ot its being laid before the Senate by the middle or 
January and pronounced upon by that body before 
the rising of the Congress on the 4th of March." 
It was probably the enango or administration on 
the 4th of March, rather than the rising of Con- 
grciw, which rendered the completion of the treatv 
before that date so desirable. These tacta appear to 
Juatlfyeonator Snmner'i allusion to tno Indecent 
iaste which characterized tne discharge or such 
delicate and important duties, and certainly thev 
will tend to mafte the American people rather re- 
joice than regret tha» the treaty was rejected by tile 
Senate, and tne settlement of tne International dif- 
ferences left In the hands of an administration en- 
joying the confidence and respect of the nation. 


The Wfo Peerages Bill.

against. At the second election, in 185J, Paris voted

1863, fifteeen years after the revolution, Paris voted 
83,000 for the government and 149,000 against. In 
1809, when all about the slaughters of 1848 Is forgot- 
ten, tbe Parisians vote 69.000 for government and 
229,000 against. Happily, Paris Is no longer France. 
Happily, a man governs her who allows Paris to 
vote as it pleases, but suffers not a minute of disor- 
der. "Vote as you please, throw somersaults ride 
on velocipedes, amuse yourselves, my children," 
says the Emperor blandly; "but no more barricades, 
no more throat-cutting, while I am in the Tulleries." 
They perfectly understand each otner, as is proved 
by Paris voting against Napoleon en masse; but not 
a shout, noc a blow, not an arrest. I have been car- 
ried away too far again by this extraordinary elec- 
tion and have left myself very little space to talk of 
anything else. 


Our new Minister, Mr. Washburne, made his d£but 
at court on Sunday, the -23d Inst. 
The Emperor 
treated him with marked attention. Two or tue 
imperial carriages, with outriders in front and rear, 
brought him to court and carried him borne * The 
Minister made a felicitous address, and the Emperor 
responded with his usual tact. After the formalities 
were over Napoleon entered into an animated con- 
versation with the Minister, and talked a great dctil 
of the United States. He made numerous inquiries 
about the Pacific Railroad, and said ne regarded the 
achievement as one of tlie remarkable events of the 
century. Alter leaving the Emperor Mr. Wushburae, 
according to usage, was presented to the Empress, 
lier grace and umibillly greatly captivated the ex- 
member from Illinois; and no wonder, for the Kin- 
press is quite amiable without making an effort 
General Dix leaves on the 6Mi of June for home; but 
more of him in my next. 


The English Press on ffco French Elections. 


The London Economist of the 5tli comments as fol- 


lows upon the French elections and their result:— 


Looking at tlie French elections us we should look 
at the English elections, by the light, of the majority 
they return to either party, we may be right in 
thinking that the difference between the present 
House and tiie last IB not very material, so long as 
the Emperor has an absolute majority it may seem 
to matter little whether the opposition numbers 
twenty or a hundred members. Although the great 
towns have declared against the empire, the bulk or 
the population may be taken to be well satisfied with 
its continuance. As we look down the list of mem- 
bers elected, we no sooner leave Paris behind us 
than we come upon one oillclal name after another. 
The effect this produces upon the ere Is certainly 
decisive; but If wo proceed to analyze It by the light 
of certain lacts which do not appear on the surface 
tue whole question bears a different aspect. It is not 
enough to say roughly that the opposition numbers 
only so many votes in the whole Chamber, and 
that the rest adnere to the government. We may 
say tnis in tnglami, though we are sometimes told 
that the Scotch and Irish vote ought not to outweigh 
that of tne English counties. 
Hut the reason why 
the same measure uaunot be applied to France is 
that the French vote lu not representative. 
II 13 
shown by the Parisian correspondent of the Times 
(who must not be confounded with its Paris convs 
pondent) that while in the Chamber there may be 250 
supporters of the government to 100 members of tho 
opposition, the number of votes given ror the official 
candidates la only 4,000,000, against 
3 200 000 
given to the opposition. Thus in the Chamber 'the 
government is in a majority of flve to two—m the 
country it lias only a majority of flve to four. Our 
readers win ask with surprise how there can bo 
Bncn a difference. The secret lies in tho skin with 
which the French government manipulates ttie 
constituencies. A glance at the returns flfiowa us 
that .tlie elections of Franco arc not regulated by 
what we may call the natural, or at least the hered- 
itary, divisions or counties and boroughs, bnt by 
the arbitrary divisions or departments and circum- 
scriptions. Paris, lor instance, docs not return so 
many members as a city, but it comprises BO many 
circumscriptions in the Department of tho Seine. 
Bach of the Departments or France Is divided, ac- 
cording to IM population, into a certain number of 
circumscriptions, and each circumscription returns 
one member. Now It rests entirely with the govern- 
ment to decide what shall be the limits of eacn cir- 
cumscription. Shortly before each general election 
an Imperial decree is issued altering and defining 
them; limits on a principle which seems arbitrary 
but which no doubt rosin on the experience of 
every mutre and prefot. Thus there was a gen- 
eral election In November, IsiV, and in the May 
preceding It the circumscriptions were 
fixed 
by 
a 
decree. 
There 
was 
another 
general 
election in October, 1863, and It woa preluded by a 
Change or circumscriptions In December, 1862. We 
need hardly enlarge on the advantage which tills 
power of packing the electoral bodies gives to the 
government, lint the way in which that power is 
exercised cannot fall to affect the results of Uio 
voting.

This declaration was read a second time at the 
public market place, and still greater solemnity wag 
imparted to the proceedings by the vast assembly 
joining in the Luther hymn. More than 800 per- 
sons sat down to a sumptuous banquet in the even- 
ing, at which many toasts were proposed. The pre- 
vailing sentiment was that or German unity and 
nationality, and such was the enthusiasm on the 
occasion that moat ol the speakers seemed to have 
cniirely lorgotten the distance ret to be accom- 
pli.shert in order to obtain the much coveted 
fatherland.

With unlimited joy I announce to you that tue ex- 


pedition to the Hay of Nipe disembarked safely on 
the coast of Mayani, and the cargo is now in the 
possession of the liberating armies. Soarcely was 
the lauding effected by the gallant men who com- 
posed the expedition, when they gave proof of their 
courage by resisting the attack of 200 Spanish troops 
of the garrison of Harem, who were driven off with 
a loss of three chiefs and twenty soldiers killed, be- 
sides sixty-two wounded, of whom twenty-five were 
seriously so. it was a severe lesaoa for the enemy. 
Reinforced, however, the latter attempted another 
attack, but were compelled to retire with still 
greater loss than before. 


The successful landing of this and several other 


expeditions, the spirit of enthusiasm which prevails 
among the patriots, and the discouragement of tho 
Spanish government, which feels that the prestige of 
Us authority is daily diminishing, keep the governors 
ana their iniquitous followers in a state of constant 
dissatisfaction and ill humor, and ireqnently they 
give vent to their feelings witti insults ana outrages, 
irom which not even the Spanish residents are ex- 
empted.

JAMAICA^ 


Arrival of the Iron-Ciad Defence—The Immi- 


gration r.nvi— Hitualisia in the Island—Re- 
ligions Eccentricities—Death of a. Dutch Na- 
val Captain. 


KINGSTON, Juae 2,1869. 


The large iron-clad war steamer Defence arrived 


here on Sunday last from England, and will sail for 
Havana direct two hours after the arrival of the 
packet due to-morrow, which, as we hear, will bring 
Important despatches from the government. The 
Commodore has hoisted his broad pennant on the 
Defence, and will proceed on her to Havana. She 
,is a screw, armor plated, of 3,720 tons, eoo horse 
power and carries eighteen guns. 


Her Majesty's ship Eclipse was unexpectedly de- 


spatched on the 28th to Grand Caymans. On her 
return she will proceed to Santiago de Cuba and 
Ragged Island, carrying important despatches for 
Captain McCrae, of her Majesty's ship Favorite. 


The'Legislative Council held a sitting on the 27th 


uit. The amendment of the Immigration law was 
under consideration, it proposes, In so far as may 
be, to ameliorate the condition of coouea, to provide 
for the settlement of differences which may arise be- 
tween them and the planters, and to prevent in fu- 
ture tha possibility of a coolie being unable to pro- 
cure by his earnings a sufficiency of wholesome and 
suitame food to maintain himself in health and 
strength. Another session was held yesterday- The 
only point of Interest, however, was the presenta- 
tion of a petition irom the parish of Westmoreland 
against disestablishment of the Church. 
The question of subsidizing, or granting what was 
formerly known as the "colonial allowance" to 
white troops serving in Jamaica, is mooted. The 
Gnarafan protests strongly against it, owing to the 
bad condition of the colonial finances and the imper- 
ative necessity for certain internal improvements. 
The newspapers are taken up with discussions on 
ritualism, and the city of Kingston is greatly divided 
between the two partteu lu the Church, namely 
ttiose who piace no importance on the ceremonials 
or the English service and those who consider as aa- 
sentials altars, crosses, colored vestments, &c. 
Some or tne discussions on the subject have been 
very Intemperate, but as tney are earned on mostly 
uy beardless youths, with more impudence liiaa 
brains, they have excited only amusement. 
An old miser, named Peter Henry, a native of Aber- 
deensnire, Scotland, lately died here, aged ninety-two 
years, and worth $00,000, all of which he had accu- 
mulated Jn atid through the most sordid economy. 
Many anecdotes are told of him, which would do 
credit to Dancer, Hopkins ana others of the avari- 
cious fraternity. His wealth, by the terms or lui 
will, goes, in the main, to a person who has been for 
many years in needy circumstances, and nad re- 
cently kept Peter Henry's accounts and attended to 
ils affairs. 
Ten cases of swords were landed here last week 
'rom the schooner Electric,'from Nassau. 
This has 
created considerable talk in the ci:y, particularly 
among the Creoles. Some say they art sent here be- 
cause Sir James Walker, the Governor of Bahamas 
will not allow the islands under his control to be 
depots for military stores, while others argue tnat 
they are for the use of the Cuban patriots In Kings- 
ton, who are momentarily looking for the American 
blockade runner, tlie Salvador, from Cuba. 
A revival or religion lias again broken out among 
he negroes at Allm.au towu. One man exhibits 
himself as a prophet, with a horse's tail; others see 
visions and predict coming judgments upon the 
earth m general, and Jamaica lu particular 
The Royal nail steam Packet Company and ttie 
Snelish government have at length come to their 
sensos regarding the advantages ol Jamaica over Si 
Thomas as a coaling station ror tue West India mail 
steamers. 


The transatlantic ships will now run rrom South- 
ampton to Kingston lo cual up. then proceed to 
Asplnwall, whence they will return here en route for 
England. The coaling population are overjoyed tit 
the prospect of increased labor, as some £u,ouo are 
annually expended in the coaling of steamers 
which service is chielly performed by women at the 
rats or seventy tons per hour. There will also be a 
large increase in the arrival of colliers, owing to the 
additional labor required in discharging coal here 
While the gig or the Dutch war sieamer Soemblng 
was proceeding to Port lloyal yesterday evening, 
with the captain'and four of the crow, she capsized 
at a point known as the "Devil's jiackboue " A 
boat with four puncheons of biscuit In her saw the 
accident as it occurred, but could not render any 
assistance. The fact was afterwards reported to u 
ply freight canoo which was coming to KiiiBSion. 
mu it proceeded at once to the spot and succeeded 
tu rescuing Captain Phafraud two of the men In an 
exhausted and almost dyinz stale. The others were 
drowned, vvhcu the accident was reported at 1'ort 
Koyal the steam launch was Immediately sent out 
U> render assistance.

Tlio New 
Church is a church of freedom; they have no ten- 
ileucy to be novcriicrt by bishops or archblsliups, as 
the Protestant Episcopal. The Church Is based on 
voluntary organization, and the terms of "society" 
and "associations" arc expressive of American ideas 
and he objected to the use or any other terms. They 
had "parish" and "diocese" already creeping Into

Some twenty or thirty 
years ago an effort was made by the General Con- 
vention to compel all local organizations to assume 
one form; this action was retraced as unwise and 
leading to bad results, and now it was attempted to 


Professor THEOPITILUS PARSONS, of Cambridge, 
said that the question is, Which of the three propo- 
sitions berore the house Is best? After replying to 
some arguments, he said that it had been alleged' 
that tt was republican that the smaller organizations 
constituting greater should be free. 
We lived 
in a republic, bnt 
if the 
State 
of 
New 
York should change her constitution and call 
Governor Hoffman •'King" and the Senators "lords'' 
and "earls," and they would apply at Washington 
for ratification, what would be said ? No ! And New 
York might protest that she was a republic; but 
words are facts In this regard. The Professor tueii 
entered into an explanation of the meaning or the 
word "parish," as being esseatiaUj the same thing 
as "Society" of those who for religious purposes 
associate together. "Diocese" means "province." 
When Constarftlne introduced Christianity, and for 
more than a hundTsfl years, the diocesan was the 
provincial governor, any as the Christians were the 
best supports of the imperial powsr the bishops 
were made governors, nence the origili of the re- 
ligious significance or the word diocese, ^pwever. 
even if these words were meaningless, It would- ba 
best to let them alone. But they have too mucli 
meaning. The real question that underlies this 
thing is not "parish," not "diocese;" it la tha 
idea of a priesthood—a priesthood removed from 
common humanity by their holiness. In the early 
ages of Christianity, pure and reasonably clear from 
error, the idea of a priest and even the Word was 
utterly unknown. Presbyter is Greek and means an 
old man, and was applied by the Romans to old 
soldiers; and when early Christians spoke of pres- 
byters they meant tneir old men. Elder Is precisely 
the same word, nothing else. All church historians 
concur that it was not til! after the second century 
that the notion from the Jewish Church was re- 
vived In the Christian of a priesthood—a thing un- 
known to the Apostles and to the Christian genera- 
lions before. The Hebrew priest's function waa to 
offer sacrifices. Not only In the Christian Church, 
but all through Paganism, the priests arrogated 
to 
themselves 
the 
power 
to 
offer 
sac- 
rifices to tue Deity. Thus grew np the domination 
of the priesthood. So it Is among the Buddhists, 
So it was in Rome even before Christianity, and the 
Emperor took unto himself the title of 
PorMfez 
Maxtrnus, the High Priest, and the Pope now, when 
addressed by his title in Latin, is also called sonttrex 
Haxtmus. How was this power exercised ? He told 
of the strife of Pope Sylvester with King John, with 
tlie French kings, Ac. 


A delegate requested Prof. PARSONS to state what 
Swedenborg teaches about tbe priesthood, which, 
the speaker promised to do. He compared the ad- 
mission to the ministry with the admission to tho 
prolesslou of the law, ana said both were analogous, 
only the functions of the ministry as the adminis- 
trator of the spiritual law Is higher than the other 
as the administrator of the civil law. Swedenbonr 
was a Lutheran, and accustomed to the use of 
words In their Lutheran meaning. 
And what 
did Luther? There was 
nothing, he 
worked 
more 
strenuously 
for 
than to 
break down 
that monster the priesthood. The idea of the priest- 
Hood Is retained in the Episcopal Church, and be- 
tween that and the Lutheran idea there is direct 
antagonism. He liked the word "minister," servant, 
and "pastor," shepherd, but the others mentioned 
he would opnose as covering the idea of a priesthood, 
as words around which these associations cling and 
cannot be separated. ' He proceeded to define ety- 
mologically Ihe words "society" and "association," 
and declared these words good enough. Those who 
speak of "parish" and "diocese" stir up the embers 
of a dead past. He would not have the skeleton of 
the dead brought up and clothed with their own flesh, 
and blood. Words are said to be but breath, but they 
come with power, and if tney had not powe r, they 
would not have been chosen. They would open the 
gates of the corruption of old which made Christen- 
dom a Babylon, and he hoped they would not be 
adopted. 


Rev. 
PRANK SKWALI,, of Ohio—Mr. James, of tho 
same State, having obtained the floor, but yielded— 
said that the proposition before the house w:is to dis- 
approve tho use ot certain terms and to excommu- 
nicate those societies that have adopted them. He 
would speak or thlugs and not of words merely, aud 
he then went on to defend tbe use and the modern 
meaning of the words "diocese" and "parish." 
There was .prejudice or predisposition against these 
names. The difference is that a society proceeds 
out of the individual assoclatlug others with him- 
self; the parish is a designated limited Held of the 
Church, the latter extending as a whole over the 
world. 


Mr. JAMES would a* whether two parishes and 
two dioceses can occupy the same territory. 
Mr. SEWALI. reierred to experience for Ills answer 
In the aillruiative, as parish lined In this city inter- 
sect each other, uud there are Methodist, Episcopa- 
lian and other parishes. 


Mr. JAMKS could understand how the same dis- 
trict may be a Methodist, Episcopalian and a Catho- 
lic parish; but can there be two parishes or the New 
Jerusalem Churcii within tue same limns? 


Mr. SEWALL answered in the negative, and closed 
by hoping that Or. Ager's substitute would be 
adopted. 


Kev. JAMES P. STUAIIT. of St. Louts, referred to tho 
constitution of the New Church Association within 
the "dioecao" or Missouri, and said that as they use, 
the word "county" without a "count" to rule over 
it. neither are they brought In contamination with, 
the catholic Church by using the words "church " 
"heaven," "hell," "intermediate state," ,tc. ue 
himself had been organizing "parlalica," ami lie rend 
rrom the constitutions or some or them. To a ques- 
tion by a delegate whether members of a parish ara 
entitled to a representation in the Convention, tha 
speaker answered "No; only full members of the 
Church can he ao, as the others are not counted la 
tho apportionment of representation." 
Some question arose in regard to the oreinlzatlon 
of the parish of Wilmington, III., and the chair (Mr. 
Scammon) made a statement, which Uev. Mr. Hib- 
bard, or Chicago, declared to be a mistake. Tha 
chair made some further remarks, and he waa po- 
litely told by a delegate that he was out of order, 
as, if ho wanted to speak, he sbonld vacate the chair. 
This Intermezzo led to tne declaration by the chair 
that the society at Wilmington had members who 
are not communicants, which was tne "parish" sys- 
tem. 
Some other conversations and corrections 
followed, during which it was said that the society 
had a right to govern Itself as if it were a club In 
the admission and exclusion of members. 
Mr. 
Stuart claimed that, for the growth or the Church, a 
more liberal and less exclusive organization la ne- 
cessary, and hence he lavorea the parochial system. 
He asked whether they were in a convention of 
God's new Church or in an assembly or Spiritualists 
or Unitarians, that such outcries against the bug- 
boar or the priesthood are Heard. 
Proresaor PARSONS answered that they were in 
Cod's new Ohnrch, and because he would have U 
remain BO he opposed the opening of gates that 
would let in desolation, and, as to the word •• emu," 
he said It came rrom the Gorman geliuibati. and 
meana an oath—those who bound themselves by an 
oath to a common purpose—and he for one preferred 
tho word "club" to "diocese." (Laughter.) 
Mr. WILLIAM O. CHURCH withdrew his substitute 
with tho convent of Hev. J. O. Ager and of the house. 
The latter gentleman then moved his amendment aa 
a substitute for tha original resolutions of Mr. Hitch- 
cock, and on motion of Mr. James, of Ohio, the wnola 
subject was laid upon the tabls to be taken np again 
this morning, and the Convention, at flve O'CIOCK 
P. M., adjourned till ton A. M. to-day.

ber last release, was commenced yesterday morn 
Ing. 


The complainant, Langton, testified as follows:— 
was Beat by Marshal Barlow to take charge of th 
Quaker City; I started yesterday to come ashore tc 
tell tue Marshal they were getting np steam on tn 
vessel; Adams stood in the gangway and stoppe< 
me, and said I could not go ashore, as he bad order 
not to let any person leave the vessel; I told him I die 
not belong to the vessel, and would not be stopped 
by any one; he took hold of me three or four times, 
and lore my coat; the first mate then came np am 
told Adams he had better let me- go, but said to me 
••Damn you, you won't come aboard again;" I never 
before had any conversation with the third mate 
except to pass the time of day; I never told him thai 
I was a keeper of the vessel; I talked with Adams 
aud told him that I meant to put him throngh if I 
could. 
Levi Feist, another keeper, testified:—I saw a 


Bcnifle between Adams and Langton; Langton tried 
to go ashore, and Adams detained him; I told Adams 
that we were keepers and he Sad no right to detain 
us on board; he said he had his orders; he then 
called up the first mate, who let Langtou off. 
It was contended by counsel for the defence that 
Lanston was simply a private watchman, employed 
by tne Marshal, and was not a United States officer 
and that therefore the statute declaring It to be a 
criminal c-'ITeiice to resist an officer of the Unitec 
States in the discharge of his duty did not cover this 
case; and, moreover, that Adams was simply obey- 
ing orders, not knowing, until informed by Feist, 
that Langton was a keeper, and that, as soon as he 
•was so told, ho called the first mate, and Langton 
•was permitted to depart. There was no criminal 
intent, and, admitting that there was, the offence 
did not come witlito the provision of the statute. 
Adams was held to $1,500 bail to appear for trial.

The Gold and Currency Question. 


Charles Quinn, Administrator, d.r,., vs. James T. 


JLlot/d,—This was an appeal from a judgment entered 
upon the report of a referee and from an order deny- 
iiur 11 motion for a new trial, on the ground of 
newly discovered evidence, heard at the March Gene- 
ral Term, I860, berorc Justices Monell, MeCunn and 
Fllhlan. Mr. Lonjrtrec appeared for the appellant 
and Mr. Shcchan lor the respondent. 


Iiy the Court, Monell, J.—We have examined the 


several questions raised by the appeals in this case, 
and are satisfied no error was committed, except in 
the form of the judgment which was entered upon 
the rctcree'« report, und aH we think that error can 
be corrected without a new trial, we shall order the 
judgment u> be modltled, and, OH modified, to be 
afllrmed. The motion for a new trial was properly 
overruled. The atiuiavlt upon which the motion 
WHS loimiled did not show lhat the evidence claimed 
to have bt'cu newly discovered could not have been, 
•with reasonable diligence, anccrtatncd Ijofore the 
trial- It existed at that time, was in the defendant's 
possession, and he merely says he "lorgoc all about 
the transaction" und "accidentally discovered them 
•while ovcnmiiliiiB 11 lot or old papers." A want or 
recollection or an exia'iug fact, is n«t, a ground for a 
new trial [i <;ra. and Wat. on New Trials, 47», 477).

Such general objection, however, may have been 


•ufllcient to present the iiuestiou.of Its iMfmlssibllir.y 
under the provisions of the ninl.ti section or the 
amendatory act of Congress of July is, 1806; but as 
that Ktatnte relates tn, nml In important, parti- 
culars attempts to regulate, the rules of evidence, ire 


are Inclined, without much examination of the sub- 
ject, to adopt and follow, as' we certainly approve 
or, uio decision of the Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts m Carpenter vs. SoeUing, supra, 
where it was heiu tnat the act applied only to the 
federal courts, and could not be extended so as to 
alter or regulate the rales of evidence in the Slate 
courts. 
We have examined the other exception* taken at 
the trial and to the referee's report, and are of the 
opinion that no error waa committed, except in the 
form of the decisl«n and judgment, which we will 
now correct. There were two cause* of action stated 
In the complaint; one for labor and services, payable 
in American gold coin, amounting, to the sum. of 
$333 07, and the other for the sum of $298 31, for 
other rabor and services, not contracted to be para 
for in gold. 


The referee reported that on the lots day of June, 
1864 (the day the demand of payment was made), tne 
sum of $327 87 was dne to the plaintiff, payable in 
American gold coin, and that the same was, on that 
day, equivalent to the sum 01 $650 75, in the paper 
currency of the United States. To thlsalatter sum 
tn« referee added interest from the 10th of June, 
jnd having also ascertained that the farther sum of 
$224 31 was due upon the, second cause of action, 
rendered a general judgment for tne several sums 
collectively. 


In several cases recently determined by the Su- 
preme Conrt of ihe United States (Bronson vs. 
Rodes, 36 How. Pr. Reps., 365; Butler vs. Honlrtz, 
not reported except in newspapers), it has been hew 
that there are two Kinds of legal tender lawful 
money of the United States, one of gold and silver, 
and the other of the paper currency, authorized by 
acts of Congress, and that contracts which, by their 
terms, are made payable m gold or silver com, may 
be adjudged by the courts to be valid, and their 
payment enforced in specie. 
It may be a serious question whether the State courts 
should become obedient to these decisions. In cases 
properly before it the decisions of the ultimate fede- 
ral tribunal m all matters relating to constitutional 
questions and constructions or State or national 
statutes are binding upon State courts. But Con- 
gress has not conferred an appellate jurisdiction 
upon the Supreme Conrt in cases arising in the State 
courts which do not necessarily involve the validity 
of some federal statute, as being in conflict with 
some provision of the- constitution of the United 
States; and although that tribunal was reached in the 
cases reierred to by means of decisions made in the 
state courts, declaring the legal tender con- 
stitutional, 
yet 
the 
Supreme 
Court entirely 
rejected and refused to pass upon the only 
question really involved, and which alone gave to it 
jurisdiction—namely, the constitutional objection— 
and instead of dismissing the appeal when it was 
ascertained that such objection was not necessary-to 
be passed upon, the court merely decided that, 
under tne act, contracts payable in gold, &c., might 
be collected. 
However, without denying their 
authority, and following such decisions as well as 
we may be able, let us see how we can conform the 
judgment before us to the law as established by the 
cases referred to. In tne case or Butter vs. Honirtz, 
In error for the Court of Common Pleas of the State 
or Maryland, the contract was payable in gold, and 
the judgment was for the value or the gold in curren- 
cy, with interest. Tnls, the Supreme Court says, was 
erroneous. 
The Chief Justice says:—"The damages 
should have been assessed at the sum agreed to be 
dne, with interest, in gold, and judoment should have 
been entered in coin lor the amount with, costs." 
As all or the facts are before us we will order the 
judgment to be modified, nuno pro tune, so that it 
shall adjudge that there is dne to the piamtuTfrom the 
defendant, upon the first cause of action, the sum of 
$327 87, m gold, and the further sum of $S9 52, for 
the interest thereon, also in gold, amoontlns to- 
e? ?e«l° tne sam ot $417 39 ln sold, and that me 
plaintiff recover the same from the defendant in 
coin; and that it shall further adjudge that there is 
due to the plaintiff from the defendant, npon tne 
second cause of action, the sum of $224 31, and that 
the plaintiff recover the same from the defendant; 
and further, that the plalntff recover his costs. 
«,0p,OIitne Plaintiff consenting to such modification 
the Judgment, as modified, will be affirmed, without 
costs of the appeal to either party; otherwise the 
judgment to be reversed, and a new treal ordered.

A certificate 
signed by every Commissioner of the Sinking Fund, 
entitling him to the privilege aud right of his said 
bid, upon payment or said Bum (the Chamberlain 
being preseni,), was tendered him, and a bond for 
fulfllment and payment requested, which bond and 
payment he individually refused to give and make; 
said certificate is filed and marked. 


He claimed by counsel to Have really made the 
bid for the so-called Twenty-third Street Kallroad 
Company, and counsel exhibited an assignment of 
his bid, made after the day of sale, to said so-called 
company, and there was tendered, on benall of said 
company, $150,000 In currency, and offered a bond 
In behalf of saul so-called company, signed by 
(Jcorce Law ana John Kerr; but the Commissioners 
relused and declined to recognize any bidder but the 
individual one (Sidney A. Yeomans) who, ludlvidu- 
arly, on the day or sale, signed memorandum of bid 
and stated that he bid for himself, or any tender 
except one In his individual behalf, or any bond 
except for the performance by him or an agreement 
to build the road; whererore, alter some discussion

SEW TORK ASSOCIATION FOB THE ADVANCE- 


REST OF SCIEVCE M» ART. 


At the last meeting of this association, an in 


strament called a bathometer was exhibited by the to 
venlors, and an explanation or the method or its 
operations given. After setting forth tne difficulties 
encountered hitherto in the attempts to sound the 
sea and tne devices introduced to overcometthem, a 
description of the instrument exhibited was given. 
Its success depends nnon tne new and inge- 
nious method adopted to secure the buoyancy of 
the plummet. This indispensable quality jjj ob- 
tained by the use or hollow glasa balls, three or four 
inches in diameter, the glass having a thicKnesg o: 
about one-tenth of an inch, of such lightness as to 
float with hall their surface above water, and snffl 
cient strength, as shown by actual test with, a hydrau- 
lic press, to sustain a pressure of four and a half 
tons to tne square inch. In outward appearance the 
plummet Is simply a wooden cylinder with 
a rod a lew feet 
in length rising from the 
top and terminating in a 
little bumishec 
silver ball. To this is hong a weight to sink it, 
attached by a compound lever, balanced by a little 
conical cup attached to a string and dropping a few 
feet lower than the weight. This cup is hung wl6n 
Its pouit downward, and has over it, sliding on the 
string, a leather cover, which is raised as the cup 
descends and closes as it rises. The moment the cup 
comes In contact with, any obstacle to ita downwart 
course the balance betweenut and the weight is 
destroyed and the latter drops from the plummet 
which immediately shoots away by reason o 
its great buoyancy, bearing along with it the

will be found Bllea, two-thirds or Its upper part with 
the glass balls already described, and the bottom 
with ballast to keep the cylinder upright wnile m 
the water. Between the glass balls and the cylinder 
is placed the bathometer proper. This consists or a 
glass bottle, with long, slender neclc, closed at the 
top.

This mouth is 
stopped with a stopper of India rubber, through 
which runs a glass tube, 
having its upper 
end in the bottle and the lower end In an India 
rubber bag.

When the bottle and bag 
arc placed on the bottom of the sea the water in the 
bottle is compressed by the pressure on the bag anc 
tUe mercury takes the place of the void resulting 
from the compression. When the Instrument re- 
turns to the surface all that has to bo done to as- 
certain the depth 10 which it has been will be to 
turn the bottle the other Bide up {it Is placed .In the 
wooden cylinder with its long, closed neck upward) 
and the mercury settling into the neck, on which u 
marked a scaic, will, by Its height, indicate, as In a 
thermometer or a barometer, the depth to which the 
instrument sank, as the amount of compression Is a 
sure index ot the depth of the compressing column 
ol water.

Review* of New Boobs. 


WOMEN'S SOFFRAOX; THE KBPOKK AGAINST SA- 
TEM. By Horace Boshneli. New York: Charles 
Scribner 4 Co. 188». 
Ten years ago the author of tnls boot would have 


been laughed at nad he published it; to-day it is 
valuable and will be carefully read, because it is t be 
first formal contribution to the literature of the 
coming controversy. While tne clamoring of afew 
ambitious, wrong-headed women and the Jeebie 
winnings of a few unsexed men have so far railed 
to do more than bring into serious prominence the 
qneatlon of women voting, it is probable that witnia 
s very rew coming years it will, as wita the other 
isms tnat nave deluged the country, be made a poli- 
tical issue of by some party organization, whether it 
be republican or democratic, or some new offspring 
of our system of government 
Ic is well, then, that 
Dr. Bushnell nas taken up tlie subject at this early 
date and met it in a really calm, thoughtful ana 
argumentative manner. Some of his reasons for ob- 
jecting to enfranchising women might be readily re- 
futed; bnt we think these tew in number and qu!t3 
lost amid the mass or pointed and effective logic 
which ne brings to his support. We havs 
the 
work carefully rrom beginning to 
read 
end and with the liveliest Interest. The uerni- 
clons influences which will arise- from women 
exercising tne privilege of tne elective franchise, the 
fS01*1 J"emoraUzaUon 'wblcn win ensue, as wen aa 
tne utter lack or necessity for the so-called reform, 
as a measure of protection to the sex, are all care- 
fully considered and elaborately argued. Woman. 
needs a certain protection walcn sae does not en- 
joy at the present time. Her exclusion from many 
employments Is unjust and arbitrary. Any reform 
wliich opens a wider field or usefulness to ner will 
be welcon>ed by all great-minded men. But woman 
was not created to gov«rn; there isuothineln Scrip- 
tural history to warrant ihe belief thatsie was; her 
physical structure makes her incapable of ruling: 
the future good or society demands thas she shall 
not be permitted to vote; the sanctity of the mar- 
riage tte win be jeopardized n" she participates in the 
making of laws. Such are a few of the leading 
points m Dr. BnsnneU's wort, and we cannot but 
admit a belier that hJs arguments are, in the mam, 
unanswerable. 
He may 
be 
wrong and 
so 
may we be. Mr. Mill's forthcoming worK may 
convince the world that humanity will be benefited 
by "women's suffrage." Bnt even admitting that 
good will follow the poUtical enfranc&ise"ment of 
the sex, how evident 
it is that snch good. 
will be wholly obliterated by the almost innumer- 
able evils which will inevitably sprtnn from a perfect 
political and social equality between man and. woman ; 
for ir mnst be bprne m mind that the moment a 
woman becomes our political etraal she ceases to be 
our social superior, as we now regard her. Let this 
complete equality once obtain, and mutual contempu 
of, lack of respect for, and want of faith in eacU 
other, win be the characteristics of the sexes, €o the 
debasement or the race. When tne importance ol 
this growing question is considered the publication 
of a work like tne one beiore ns cannot fail to be 
welcomed by all who reject a neresy which stntes 
at the foundation of society.

This time, though, it Is 
an heiress, who, after serving as a domestic, is finally 
discovered to be the daughter or a nobleman who 
ran off with ana married a peasant girl. She loves 
the nephew ot tie Sacristan and after strndry troubles 
and tribulations marries aim and everything ends 
Happily— as, of course, everything does to novels like 
this. However, the book is well written and will re- 
pay perusal. 
THE HiBEBMBisfeit. A tale or the Bavarian moun- 
tains. Translated from the German or Herman. 
Schmid. New York: Leypoldt & Holt. i860. 


- This Is a pleasant story of Bavarian life, tne scene 
being laid at the time when the secret society, 
known as tne Haberer's, existed in Bavaria. The plot 
turns upon the secret of a younir girl named Franzi, 
who bears ail the odium of having given birth to an 
illegitimate child, for which she Is condemned by 
the Habermeister, whose sister is really the guilty 
person, and whom she is shielding from exposure* 
When the fact of thin 18 Imown the Habermelster- 
who loves Franzi, seeks her out, they marry, he re- 
signs his office as chief of the Haberers, and the se- 
cret society -virtually ceases to exist. The story is 
told with charming simplicity and Is very entertain- 
ing.

If this be true, it must be sajd. that in 
pursuing this course Mr. Fish has placed 
himself in the position of a public advocate 
and defender of the crumbling despotisms of 
the Old World, and exhibited a spirit which 
ia offensive to every American citizen. Had 
he possessed a single spark of the true genius 
of statesmanship he would long since have 
placed the administration of General Grant

Arrest of the Cuban Minister—The 
F.ffoct 


on tbe Wiu- and the Administration. 


The Spanish agents, despairing of success 


in their military efforts in the Island of Cuba, 
and no donbt encouraged by the lukewarm 
spirit of the administration in the Cuban ques- 
tion, have transferred the scene of their efforts 
from the once "Ever Faithful Island" to our 
own city of Manhattan, and through the 
courts *here have 
begun 
a 
war upon 


Cuba 
which is destined 
to rage with 


all the fury of the law. 
In accordance, as at 


first asserted, with private instructions from 
Washington the Grand Jury of the United 
States Circuit Court of the Southern District 
of New York has found true bills of indict- 
ment against Don Jos<5 Morales Lemus, Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiary from the Cuban republic to 
the United States; Don Jose M. Basora, Do- 
minican Consul in New York and Secre- 
tary of the Republican 
Junta of Cuba 


and Porto Rico; Don Jose" M. Mora, a 
wealthy merchant of this city and mem- 
ber of the said Junta; Don Francisco 
Fesser, another prominent member, and several 
other persons, whose positions are unknown, 
for having begun a certain military expedition 
against a portion of the dominion of Spain. 
Two of the parties, Mora and Basora, were 
sought late in the evening at their residences 
and incontinently locked up in the" Ludlow 
street jail. 
The Minister was sought and 


found at his residence, where he declined to 
permit the officers to arrest him, but gave his 
parole to appear in the morning before the 
court. , Accordingly all the parties appeared 
yesterday before Judge Blatchford and were 
required to give bail each in the sum of five 
thousand dollars to stand trial, and in the 
farther sum of two thousand five hundred dol- 
lars to keep the peace towards Spain. 


The news of this high-handed measure of 


attempted executive repression produced quite 
a sensation in Washington yesterday. 
Secre- 


tary Fish was questioned as to his official 
action in the premises, a course which, as we 
are informed, made him appear "a little bewil- 
dered." Recovering somewhat, he stated that 
he "knew nothing of the proceeding," and 
that "no orders had gone from the State 
Department for the arrest of the parties." The 
Spanish Minister had, however, an inkling, or 
more, of the state of affairs in this city. So 
that, if Mr. Fiah did not issue the order of 
arrest, some other officer of high standing 
under the government, perhaps the Attorney 
General, did. 
' 


As a war movement in favor of the remnant 


of Spanish despotism in Cuba these proceed- 
ings amount to nothing more than the merest 
farce. If the case is ever brought to trial it 
will prove to be as great» mockery as were the 
recent trials of the Feniana for the at- 
tempt to invade 
Canada and 
conspiracy 


to liberate Ireland from British rule. As a 
political manoeuvre to increase the public feel- 
ing in favor of Cuba, and against those who 
oppose the liberation of that island, it may be 
turned to good account, and we shall not be 
surprised to see it prove a powerful coadjutor 
with the Cuban liberators, and productive of 
intense antagonism to the course of President 
Grant and his Cabinet. 
In view of the large 


majority in Congress by which the resolution 
in favor of Cuban independence was passed, 
the timid neglect of the administration to take 
action in the premises and give a formal ex- 
pression to the policy of the country has pro- 
duced a general feeling of disgust in the pub- 
lic mind. Any political party which should 
to-day take up the cry of America for Ameri- 
cans, and come out in opposition to the policy 
which animates Secretary Fish in the Cuban 
question, would sweep tho masses from the 
ranks of both of the old and woruout political 
parties. 


The indignity which has been heaped by a 


public arrest upon the Minister of a young 
American republic, duly accredited to our 
government to ask for that recognition which 
the march of events and the flash of its own 
patriotic arras has entitled it to, and which 
our own antecedents and national policy both 
urge us to grant, places in a strong and offen- 
sive light the vacillation of the government

but his successor is the faintest imitation of a 
national statesman that the world ever saw. 
While his timidity and vacillation cannot ai- 
fect the great results which still continue to 
spring from the Declaration of 1T7G, they may 
and will bring ignominy upon the nation and 
contempt upon the administration. 


THE FIFTEENTH AMEUDSTENT.— The Florida 


ratiSoation makes, we believe, the twenty- 
fifth State that has ratified the Fifteenth 
amendment of the constitution, providing for 
impartial suffrage to male citizens above the 
age of twenty-one years, throughout the 
United States, without distinction of race- or 
color. The whole number of States at present 
is thirty-seven. The approval by the legisla- 
tures of three-fourths- of these thirty-seven is 
necessary to fix this amendment as part of 
"the supreme law of tie land. " Twenty-eight 
States, therefore, being- necessary, three more 
will yet be needed to meet the requisition. Un- 
der the hist reconstruction law (signed by Presi- 
dent Grant) Virginia, Mississippi and Texas, 
as a condition precedent to> restoration to Con- 
gress, are required to ratify this amendment. 
Rhode Island and Vermont will ratify it. In 
short, with the reassembling of Congress in 
December, we may expect impartial suffrage 
to be proclaimed as fixed in the supreme law, 
with the power to Congress to enforce it ; and 
so, after this year, the negro vote in all the 
States, North as well as South, will have to be 
taken into the estimates of the politicians. 


A SnRri In Wall Street—Wfce la t« Blame f 


There is an extraordinary and unprece- 


dented state of things in Wall street. At this 
time of the year, according to former experi- 
ence and the natural course of monetary 
affairs, money ought to be easy, if not abun- 
dant, and ought not to be worth over three to 
four per cent. Usually it accumulates at this 
centre in the month of June. But instead of 
that there is great, stringency in the market, 
aud money was worth on Wednesday a quarter 
per cent a day, or at the rate of ninety per 
cent a year, and on yesterday, though there 
was some relief, it was worth one-eighth per 
cent a day, which is at the rate of forty-five 
per cent a year. At this time of the year it 
ought not to be worth more than, at the rate of 
throe to four per cent per annum on govern- 
ment securities. The question arises natu- 
rally, What is the cause of such an unprece- 
dented and artificial state of things?. And 
*ifi is a very important one to our merchants, 
who are the chief sufferers. 
There are two 


causes—one, the combination, tacitly or other- 
wise, of stock speculators, who extend their 
operations and use every other, means to lock 
up and make money scarce. This is, how- 
ever, a temporary cause only and *he result of 
Wall street gambling. The other is the lame 
sales of gold by the Treasury Department for 
currency and the consequent accumulation of 
the circulating medium in the vaulta of the 
Treasury. Instead of the government having 
only eight mHKons or so of currency on hand 
it has twenty-eight millions. 
This amount is 


vfrtually locked up and enables the specula- 
tors, under the scarcity, to get complete con- 
trol of the money market. 
Mr. Boutwell may 


iave no intention of playing thus into the 
hands of speculators and oppressing the mer- 
cantile interests, but that is the effect of his 
operations.

would paralyze business, lead to speculation 
and gambling and cause bankruptcy. If Mr. 
Boutwell is one of the on-to-specie-pavment 
theorists, and wishes to force resumption in 
any such insidious manner, we give him warn- 
ing that, Kke his predecessor, he will fail and 
have to take the back traefc. The only safe 
course to- pursue is to sell his surplus gold, 
and with every dollar of the proceeds to buy up 
and cancel the interest-bearing debt. Yes, let 
him use even the surplus currency on hand for 
this object, and then we shall have an. easy 
money market, gold would decline under the 
continual stream poured out of tho Treasury, 
and the annual burden of the debt would be 
forever lessened. 
This, and this alone, is 


the true and safe policy for Mr. Boutwell to 
pursue.

The Emperor on tbe Sltnatioo. 


Our cable despatches inform us that the 


Emperor Napoleon, in reply to a letter which 
had been addressed to him by ona of the 
newly elected representatives, has ventured 
to explain the situation. The Emperor says 
the government is equally able to suppress dis- 
turbances and grant liberties. A government, 
however, which would preserve self-respect 
must not yield to external pressure. 
The 


Emperor concludes his letter by assuring the 
representative that the views of the govern- 
ment are entertained by the majority in the 
constituencies and by the majority in the 
Chamber. The Emperor puts the best face 
possible on the situation, but he cannot alter 
facts, and the facts are against him. In 
another place in this day's HEEAU> we reprint 
an article from the London Economist, a jour- 
nal which has no equal in its mastery of 
figures. We commend this article to the atten- 
tion of all our readers. It confirms the 
strongest things we have said regarding the 
elections which have just taken place in 
France. The public mind of this country has 
to be instructed somewhat to fully or clearly 
understand the mysteries of Napoleonism. 
It 


has been notorious all along that the centres of 
intelligence have been against the empire, 
while the rnral districts have been satisfied or 
indifferent. It is not difficult to understand 
why this should be so. 
Reforms have seldom 


in any country been initiated, much less 
seldom pushed, by the simple and unreasoning 
people of the rural districts. They generaUy 
owe their origin and their success to the en- 
lightened vote of the great centres of thought. 
True of most countries, this is especially true 
of France. The Economist shows with what 
skill the government of Napoleon has used the 
conservative, apathetic and timid vote of the 
country to swamp the aggressive and intelli- 
gent vote of the town and city. Considering 
the manner in which the government has mani- 
pulated the vote from the commencement of 
the empire, the wonder no longer is that uni- 
versal suffrage has been found compatible with 
the empire. 
The wonder rather is that, in 


spite of the system which prevails, in spite of 
the universally present power and unceasing 
activity of the government, Napoleon "cannot 
command unanimity in the Chamber instead of 
.condescending to put up with a majority of 
five to two." 
The truth is that the more facts 


are brought to light and the more the machinery 
of the government is understood the more ap- 
parent does it become that the opposition has 
won a great success 
and 
that France 


is not with Napoleon. 
In spite of the 


assertion of the Emperor that the govern- 
ment must preserve its -self-respect and not 
yield to external pressure, it is our opinion 
that extensive reforms will be immediately 
inaugurated. It will be well for the Emperor 
if reform alone is found sufficient aud if other 
and more dangerous courses arc not deemed 
necessary. 


The War 


The greatest efforts have been made by 


Brazil aud her allies to excite the United States 
government against Paraguay. Even some of 
our own citizens, and those among them who 
have held official positions in South America, 
have beea the active agents of the Brazilians 
in misrepresenting the state of things existing 
in Paraguay and in endeavoring to foment 
difficulties between this country and Paraguay. 
We were told that our Minister, Mr. McMa- 
hon, was virtually a prisoner in the hands of 
Lopez. Intimations were thrown out that even 
something worse than that might have hap- 
pened to him, and the allies pointed to the fact 
that nothing officially had been heard from 
hun since last December. We all along sus- 
pected the treachery and misrepresentations at 
the Brazilian aud allied agents and press, and 
now it appears, from the news published yester- 
day from Paraguay, that Mr. McMahon ia 
safe, that nothing has happened to him, and 
that, in fact, he is near Lopez, the President 
of Paraguay; and we have no doubt he is on 
the best terms with and is kindly treated by 
Lopez. It is clear that Brazil and her ajUea 
were the sole cause of our Minister's isolation, 
and in a.}! nrobjjbiljiy they atopped the official 
despatches between 
the Minister and hia 


government for the purpose of withholding tha 
truth^and deceiving the United States as to tha 
actual state of the war.

ment will bear any amount of kicking from 
nations, small or great, which have active rep- 
resentatives in Washington, but it will not 
raise its finger in favor of republicanism in 
America, of the struggling Cuban patriots, or 
of anything else that is liberal and grandly 
national in policy. The great republic baa 
sunk low in the character of its actual govern- 
ment, and there seems to be no hope of raising 
.t up during the term of tbe present adminis- 
tration.

On Wednesday, the first day of the fiftieth 
tmual convention of the Swedenborgians, 


nothing of very special public interest occurred, 
except the reference to the Ecclesiastical Com- 
mittee of a communication from the presiding 
minister of the Massachusetts association an- 
nouncing that he had withdrawn the authority 
to officiate from another minister of the New 
Church on account of the adherence by tha 
latter to the doctrines of T. L. Harris, a well 
known Spiritualist, which doctrines are held 
to be heresy. 
This matter seems likely to 


occasion animated debate. It certainly strike* 
outsiders as strange that Spiritualism should 
be considered heresy by the New Church — a 
church organized about a hundred years ago> 
by the followers of Swedeuborg, the illustrious 
Swedish philosopher and religious writer, who> 
disavowed any desire to be the head of » 
sect or to connect his name with the new 
church which he said was about to be estab- 
lished, and who must be acknowledged as pre- 
eminently the father of -modern Spiritualism*. 
Swedenborg not only revived the allegorical 
mode of interpreting the Holy Scriptures em- 
ployed by some of the early Christians and 
oven the Jews themselves before the Christian, 
era, but he professed to have personal imme- 
diate intercourse with the inhabitants of tha 
invisible world. 
The first volume of his 


theological works appeared in 17+3 under 
the title of Arranti Ccdestia, or "Heavenly 
Arcana, which are contained in the Sacred 
Scripture, or Word of the Lord, laid open, be- 
ginning with Genesis, together with relations 
of wonderful things seen in the World of Spirits 
and the Heaven of Angels. " This extraordinary 
volume is the fountainhead of all similar 
works, including "The Principles of Nature, 
her Divine Revelations and a Voice to Man- 
kind," by Andrew Jackson Davis, the Pough- 
keepsie Seer. Indeed, Swedenborg predicted 
in. 1772 that in about eighty years from that 
date events would occur that would greatly 
tend to bring his teachings into general notice. 
It is at least a singular coincidenca that from 
1843 to 1852, when the eighty years expired, 
tho spiritual phenomena attested by the Shaker 
Societies at New Lebanon aud at Watervliet, 
and the spirit rappings of the "Foxgirla"at 
Rochester, should have inaugurated a variety 
of psychological experiences, apparently cor- 
roborating what 
Swedenborg taught con- 


cerning spirits and the spiritual world, exciting 
iniversal attention, and resulting in a sort of 
nebulous, comet-tail like sect, which, accord- 
ing to Judge Edmonds, ia now composed of 
five or six million believers in this country 
alone. It is therefore somewhat surprising to 
icar the followers of Swedenborg, the great 
ipiritualist, denounce Spiritualism as heresy. 
A remarkable change must have passed over 
the spirit of their dreams. 


But a still more surprising change is indicat-

Mr. Bariinsame, the Chinaman, on Ameri- 


can Affairs. 


At the recent farewell banquet offered by 


the American residents in Paris to General 
Dix, after an eloquent speech by the retiring 
Minister, another eloquent speech was made by 
Mr. Burlingame, formerly United States Minis- 
ter to China, but at present Envoy Extraordi- 
nary—very extraordinary—from the Central 
Flowery Kingdom to the United States and the 
principal States of Europe. The most remark- 
able characteristic of this speech is the fact that 
while Mr. Burlingame expatiates upon the mar- 
vellous progress of the American people, their 
memorable struggles for liberty during the 
Revolution and the late rebellion, and the 
prospective grandeur of the United States, he 
says not a single word about China ! 
Mani- 


festly he forgets for the moment that he is no 
longer a United States Minister, an American 
citizen and a Bostonian. He forgets that he 
Is a grand Panjandrum himself, with a little 
round red button on the top of his cap, a 
Chinese Mandarin with a ruby, an accredited 
representative of the Brother of the Sim and 
the Uncle of the Moon; in fine, a Chinaman 
and not a Yankee. So long as he regularly 
receives his annual salary of forty thousand 
dollars in gold, with all expenses paid, he 
should not be so forgetful. 
He should seize 


every occasion to speak, in season and oat of 
season, about the Chinese empire and the four 
hundred million subjects of the Chinese Em- 
peror. From the day when he first accepted 
liis extraordinary mission and during his faith- 
ful and energetic efforts to fulfil it in this 
country we have cheerfully sustained him. 
But we must call upon him in the name of the 
Hoang-ti and of the entire Chinese population 
not • to forget it in Europe. If requisite, in 
order not to forget his cue, let him wear a cue. 
Let him pay his official visits to the princes and 
potentates of the West in official costume, with 
shaven crown and braided tail, gaudily em- 
broidered satin and loose blue crape over- 
dress.

€!reenS>acltg Versus National Bank Currency. 


It is clear that the people of this country, 


and particularly those in the West and rural 
districts, show a marked preference for the 
greenback currency over that of the national 
banks. They make a positive distinction be- 
tween' the two in their business transactions, 
and the time is approaching, evidently, when 
the legal tender will be at a premium over the 
bank note. This arises, in' a measure, from 
Socking up, according to law, twenty-five per 
cent of legal tenders as a reserve of the 
national banks, and partly from the combina- 
tious at Una money centre to make the legal 
tender currency scarce, and thereby to profit 
by aucli a state of things. 
But after all the 


people like the government money—the green- 
backs—best. 
There is not a farmer in the 


country, when he "puts aivay money in his 
stocking, that does not take the legal tenders in 
profurunce to national bank notes. This is 
natural, for ho knows that the former are 
based directly on the credit of the govern- 
ment and are as safe as the government itself, 
while he docs not take the trouble or care to 
inquire how far the government may be re- 
sponsible for the circulation of these private 
corporations. That is an open question the 
solution of which may depend upon circum- 
stances ; but there is no doubt as to thegrcen- 
backs. Thus we begin to sou the evil of two 
kinds of currency, and the prospect is that the 
legal tenders will be more and more locked up 
by combinations of speculators and hoarded 
by individuals, and in this way be made 
scarcer than ever. This system is complicated 
and leads to speculations, to fluctuations in 
the money market, to the benefit of great 
capitalists, and to the oppression of business 
men and the poor. \Ve want a uniform cur- 
rency—the legal tender currency—in which 
the people will have confidence, and from 
which the coverumcnt will derive—instead of 
private corporations—the profits of a national 
circulation. It is evident that something will 
have to be done by Congress to place the cur- 
rency of the country "on a firm and satisfactory 
baaia. The present mixed system was only 
experimental and. has proved a failure. 
We 


are just drifting along under it. 
There is no 


element of permanency iu it. 
The remedy is 


a simpli! one—the substitution of legal tenders 
for national bank notes. 
We hope Congress, 


as soon as it assembles, will apply this remedy 
and give unity and stability to our currency 
system.

Taking in new the treatment or an amend- 
ment on a former occasion, he distrusted Earl Gran- 
vllle's assertion that all amendments wou.d receive 
careful consideration. The course he (Derby) had

THE WALLiBOUT KBPBOVEiHEXT. 


The Wallabont improvement is progressing more 


rapidly, perhaps, than many ol the citizens imagine. 
In a short time three commodious basins will take 
the place of the low mud hole formerly Known as 
the Wailabout Bay. The work of dredging the basins 
was begun in August, 1667, at the mouth or tlic 
Wallabont Canal, opposite the Navy Yard cob doci. 
In December, 1807, piles were driven in for the rear 
coffer frame at the head of each basin, on a Hue with 
the

of 
Washington 
avonue. 
in 
this 


coffer frame concrete was filled up to a height 
or six feet three Inches below high water, forming a 
concrete wail seventeen feet hian, ten feet thick at 
the bottom anu eight feet on the top. A heavy gran - 
He wall was erected on the concrete, ten feet high, 
tnth a four foot coping, bringing It to a level with 
the grade line of the adjoining avenue. 
- From the vri:: thus constructed two parallel piers 
were run with granite beada, restlngon a foundation 
twenty-six feet below high water ana built In water- 
light caissons. The north pier stands op 140 piles 
the flonth pier on 180 piles; both are covered with 
Jlvc-lnch yellow pine planking, well sheatned with 
planking on the sides to prevent damage to the foun- 
dation piles. 


Firuc :: all, a section or 800 feet by 400 feet or this 
•alt marsh ana quicksand was excavated to a 
depth or nrteen reet at high water and ten feet at 
low water; then two piers, parallel with each other 
and lao feet apart, were built in the area thus ob- 
uiiueil, one "50 by crty feet, the other 650 by forty 
feet; and then the marsh was bisected by the extcn- 
Bion or Washington avenue rrom Flushing avenue, 
running In a straight line across the flats and striking 
the head of the two basins until it reached the Walla- 
bont creek. 


The extension of Washington avenue across tho 
Wailabout marsh is an addition to that street on 026 
feet in lengtn as far as the crceK, or canal as it is 
eomctlmcg called, and of 2,412 
feet, or nearly half a 
mile, whon the extension is completed to Kent ave- 
nue and Clymer street. The width of this lino avc. 
nuc Is eighty feet for a distance of 1,520 feet from 
Flushing avenue continuing to the creek at a width 
varying from 100 to 115 feet. Between the curbs 
the distance Is sixty feet, and there is to be for tho 
present, a five-foot flagged sidewalk on each 
liide. Of course a» the avenue approaches the 
filer* the width between the curbs Increases. Tne 
vrnole distance from Flushing avenue to the creek 
lias been built up from the bed of the marsh, and Is 
cow (Traded throughout, it will be paved with 
fwiglan pavement. Commencing at Flushing avenue, 
the work of paving has hcen progrcasing for the post 
few days with snch vigor that on Saturday a length 
of about 600 feot had been completed.

A CHAPTER «F TfUfiEDIES. 


Rannina a Mnch in an Indiana Tillage—Two 


Women Murdered. 


[Fort Wayne, Jnd. (Jone 13), correspondence Oractn- 
nati Enquirer.] 
The little village of Covlngton, Troy county Ind., 
and its vicinity, were thrown into the most intense 
excitement last evening by the enaction of one or the 
most horrible tragedies ever known in the annals 
of :Northern Indiana. The particulars, as far as can 
be obtained, are as follows:—About sunset last even- 
ing Frederick Eemster, formerly in the employ of 
Mr. Dodd, auctioneer, shot and instantly killed Mrs 
Jones, a respectable widow lady abont seventy-five 
years of age. She was the mother of John B. Jones, 
who edited TnerrtenO,years ago. Remster killed her 
with a revolver, the ball passing In her neck, below 
the ear; she lived but a few minutes. The next vic- 
tim of the assassin was a beautiful and highly re- 
epeeted yonng lady, abont seventeen years of age, 
tue daughter of Mr. Beckelhelm. Miss Beckelheim 
heard the disturbance across the street and stepped 
out, when Remster fired the shot, taking effect 
above the ear. She is unconscious'to-dav, the brain 
oozing from the wonnd, and her physicians say she 
most soon die. The murderer lived in a part of the 
house of Mrs. Jones, with his young wife, to whom 
he had been married only three weeks. When Rem- 
ster shot Miss Beckelheim he cried for John Dodd 
and rushed away. As he came near 5<tmes Mc- 
Mahan's residence he tried to Kill a man stand- 
ing near, but the cap snapped. 
McMaban's 
little boy, with great self-possession, told the 
murderer that Dodd had just passed and started 
Remscer after Mm. Eemster went on" hurriedly and 
soon meeting John Fansier rushed to him, dashed 
the revolver right in his mouth and pulled the trig, 
get, but the cap fortunately exploded witnout dis- 
charging the load. Mr. Fausler, being a strong man, 
laid hands on Remster, crushed him to the earth and 
handled him roughly till assistance came, when he 
was immediately lodged in jail. It is said that Rem- 
ster had been gambling desperately and drinking 
considerably. 
No other cause for these horrible 
deeds cau now be made known, though the promise 
of an early explanation uf this wholesale slaughter 
is made. Lynch law is strongly talked of, and it will 
require most careful watching of the authorities if it 
is not put into execution.

A \Vholo Family Mnrdered. 


A few days since a party, a mile above Prairie du 
Chien, wis., drew ashore with a seine a conple of 
trunks, some bedding and other household goods, 
which were recognized as the property of a Mrs. 
Hagerty, and since that time her body and those of 
two of her children have been found io the river be- 
low that place. The discovery of the goods and the 
bodies has removed the mystery 
in which 
her disappearance was shrouded, and it has 
seen discovered that the family were removed 
from Prairie dn Chien a few months since bv 
one Thompson, who lived a short distance back 
from McGregor, and friends of the family had never 
heard 01 her until the discoveries of the past few 
days were made. Tne McGregor Times of the 9th 
instant gives the following further particulars- 
The mother was enceinte and near the time of de- 
livery. A trunk containing the provided apparel for 
au expected infant, and a half letter, supposed to 
have been written by her, informed some one that 
she was In that condition. Mr. Thompson is the 
owner or a large farm in this county, and the father 
of eight children, the eldest one a girl of four- 
teen. *Mrs, Hagerty, after divorcing her husband, 
lived at his honse and on his farm as "tenant at will" 
for several years. Their illicit intimacy was nubile 
talk for a long tune. The divorce was said to have 
been brought by Thompson during Hagerty's ab- 
sence in the army or in Colorado. Thompson was 
arrested and taken to McGregor on Sunday morning 
lodged hi the City Hotel, aud guarded day and night 
till Tuesday morning, when Sheriff Davis took him 
on board the Caim^a for Dnbuque, to return on 
Friday for examination. 
Mayor'Kennedy went 
to Prairie du Chien on Tuesday and brought over 
two trunks and some clothing which had been 
Picked up by French 'families near the place of 
drowning. 


Terrible Affair In Idaho. 


The most horrible tragedy of the day has been fur- 
nished by Bols City, Idaho. A house servant at- 
tempted to outrage his employer's wife in the absence 
of every one else from, the house, and became so ex- 
asperated by her resistance that he beat her nearly 
to fteath.

It is 
discovered that at the family seat of Clumber Pad- 
wlck has seized all the personal property of the poor 
Duke, and that Beyfns was once more too late, aa at 
Newmarket, with his second judgment. A amis ex 
macMna, however, on this-occasion steps in, in the 
trustees, one or whom is Mr. Gladstone, who resist 
the executions of both money lenders, and claim tho 
entire subjects of tne process as the property of their 
trust, and are supported by theOa'w.

This is one step toward 
au easier state of the money marUet, for the banks 
may now. if they have the ability, increase their ac- 
commodations to their customers. The compllcatio: 
of circumstances surrounding the money market i 
very curious. So stringent a money market ha 
been seldom If ever witnessed. 
To-Uay then 


was a repetition of the spasms which now seem tc 
nave become its habit. The earliest rate was abou 
an eighth of one per cent per day—equivalent to 
45 per cent per annum—bnt toward the close of 
bankl% Hours it had fallen to seven per cent. To 
morrow the Sub-Treasury will withdraw $1,400,000 in 
return for the government gold sold to-day. Tbe 
"bears" look, consequently, for another severe 
pinch. The "balls" and "bears" are maintaining a 
very equal contest so far. Tne former have sus- 
tained the market by the exertion or great strength, 
although they were unable to prevent a "bear" sor- 
tie late this afternoon. The position of the Secre- 


tary of the Treasury in accumulating an excessive 


currency balance has been taken advantage of by 
the "bears," and tnere can bs no doubt that the 
"locking up" of currency has been effected through 
some other agency than the banks. Their nsnal 


. morning clearances do not indicate the fact, it is 


true; but the money is withdrawn in some way. To- 
aay the Sub-Treasury cashed about $600,000 three 
per cent certificates. Those who are familiar with 
Wall street local finances will at once recog- 
nize the 1U character of this fact.

is equivalent to Dawning one's watch In a 
private financial strait. It is suggestive of the 
aernier resson to get money. Next week we are 
likely to see a relaxation through the pnrchase by 
the government of $1,620,000 bonds-Wednesday 
being desicnatert by Mr. Van Dyck lor the buying of 
the extra $620,000 to complete the amount of one per 
cent for the sinking fund. The flscal year ends Jane 
30, and it is evident that Mr. Boutwell In experiment- 
ing with gold and bonds will pursue his present 
policy up to that time. The drain upon the currency 
it is claimed by the "bears" affects only the "bulls." 
This is ffie season when the merohjintB are least in 
neea of money. Hence the few who are Inconve- 
nienced, or put to thenecessity of paying large shaves 
OQ their paper must blame the Wall street specula- 
tors and not Mr. Boutwell. The fact is the stock 
gamblers foresaw the result of the Secretary's en'orts 
to reduce the debt and check the gold speculators. 
They have aggravated the activity of money, and 
cave been assisted by nnlooked for demands arising 
in the West and elsewhere, small individually, bat 
large in the aggregate. Mr. Boutwell conld not have 
tightened money without the stock gamblers, and the 
stock gamblers could not hare tightened money 
without Mr. Bontwell. 
The puzzling sitnatton of 


affairs is eliciting very general comment. Accord- 
ing to an eyenlne contemporary:— 


The receipts at the sab-Treasury on account of 
transfers from national bank depositories have re- 
cently been quite large, amounting at times to 
31,000,002 per aay. From extracts from our ex- 
changes it will be seen that the Secretary of the 
Treasury Is drawing freely upon the depositories at 
Cincinnati and Boston, and these withdrawals fall 
almost entirely upon the New York banks, the de- j 
pository banks drawing npon their deposits here. 
According to the Chicaeo Trtmme the banks of that 
city nave withdrawn from New York during this 
month £6,000,000 of currency, which is reported to 
Have been distributed among the surrounding 
country banks for the purchase of products, es- 
pecially wool. Under the circumstances of these re- 
mittances to the West the collection of money from 
the depositories and the accumulations upon the 
Treasury sales of gold and Its heavy collections of 
revenue, it is not difficult to account for the 
.present stringent condition of the market. The 
banes unanimously report a low condition of re- 
sources, and have evidently rsached.the position at 
which any further drain must necessitate a corres- 
ponding reduction of loans, with a consequent real- 
izing upon securities or other property dependent 
upon bank accommodation. It has therefore become 
a vital question whether the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury contemplates coutinning the present policy of 
selling weekly $2,000,000 of gold and buying but half 
that amount of bonds. 


From Chicago we learn that the banks there "alone 


nad brought oat from New York during the last three 
weeks nearly $6,000,000 of curreacy, all of which has 
been sent into the country west of us. None of this 
has begun to come back yet, and probably bnt little 
of It wilt come back very soon; bnt the beneficial ef- 
fect on general trade will undoubtedly be expe- 
rienced soon in the increased purchases of country 
merchants." 


And the Cincinnati Enquirer says:— 
The market is now working very close. The regu- 
lar discount houses are not in a position to discount 
much outside paper, and are generally roserviug 
their means for those who have claims upon them, 
and outside parr' ;s experienced considerable diffi- 
culty in negoti;* ',tng loans. A number of the bankers 
were obliged to «, Jer out currency from New York.
